All Indications Are That Ger­ 
man Blow Will Fall on 
British and French

WITH THE BRITISH ARMIES IN 
FRANCE, May 20.—(Night.)—General 
Mackensen is widely reported to be 
on the west front, ready to strike the 
moment Field 
Marshal 
Hindenburg 
finds an opening. 
I calculate that a hundred divisions 
of shock troops (1,200,000 men) 
are 
awaiting Hindenhurg's order. 
Forty 
of these are fresh, not having been 
ltspd in this season’s fighting. 
The 
other sixty have been out of the line 
l$rtg encugh to he rested and doped 
nj* morally by Germany’s professional 
spirit boosters. W ithout 
prophecying 
what will be the nature of his 
next 
blow, or blows, this effort naturally 
ought to be his final or semi-final at­ 
tempt. 
From now on all prisoners return­ 
ing from Russia, together 
with 
the 
1919 class, returned wounded and the 
rest, probably will barely suffice 
to 
keep his active divisions up to any­ 
thing like their intended strength. 
The kaiser may undertake elabor­ 
ate feints here and there, but the in­ 
dications are his main thrust will be 
against the British or the French and 
British combined. 
My information is that the Germans 
will hammer the British with the bulk 
of their army, simultaneously spread­ 
ing propaganda to the effect that the 
British do not fight as well as the 
oilier Allies, in order to create friction 
among the Entente nations.

NEW YORK, May 21.—Possibility 
that the Germans may attem pt to use 
the captured Russian fleet 
in 
the 
Black Sea. to raid shipping 
in 
the 
Mediterranean is presenting a new 
naval problem for the Allies in near­ 
eastern waters. 
\ 
When the Germans took possession 
of Russian warships in the Black Sea 
they secured a fleet comprising at 
least three 
fully 
equipped 
dread- 
naughts, with three others partly or 
wholly constructed; six 
old 
battle­ 
ships and 
seven cruisers, 
together 
with about thirty 
destroyers, 
nine 
submarines and a fair-sized flotilla of 
subsidiary craft. 
These vessels were 
built at Black Sea yards for perma­ 
nent use there. In peace times Russia 
could not send warships through the 
Dardanelles and the connecting Turk­ 
ish waters and there Is no other en­ 
trance into th£ Black Sea. 
As an ally of Turkey, however, the 
Germans are now at liberty to make 
use of Turkish assistance in sending 
the Black Sea fleet into the Mediter­ 
ranean. 
The recent attem pt of the 
Germans to run 
the 
Allies' 
naval 
blockade at the mouth of the Darda­ 
nelles with 
the 
Goeben 
and 
the 
Breslau indicates that the idea of 
pressing the captured 
Russian 
ves­ 
sels into service for a sim ilar exploit 
will be certainly considered at Berlin. 
If the Russian warships succeed in 
getting into the Mediterranean 
they 
could do much damage, momentarily, 
by running amuck among mercantile 
shipping, an exploit that would appeal 
to the German love of war-time sensa­ 
tionalism. 
But the fleet is not strong 
enough to make a 
successful 
fight 
against the Allies for any length of 
time. 
The warships would probably 
try to reach the Austrian coast or at­ 
tempt to re-enter the Dardanelles, and, 
failing that, would eventually be sent 
to the bottom or would have to sur 
render. 
But the loss of the warships would 
fall on Russia and not 
on 
Germain' 
and for this reason the project wilf 
appeal to German naval officers with 
the greater force. 
Against any such 
exploit is the argument that the Black 
Sea fleet's use is wholly to protect the 
south Rtission coast in a war against 
Turkey. Destruction of the fleet would 
place Russia in a helpless position in 
this respect toward the Turks 
after 
the present war is over. 
Such a con­ 
dition would not l>e to Germany's ad­ 
vantage, particularly since the pres­ 
ent German policy isto attempt to ex­ 
ploit Russia 
commercially 
through 
conciliatory means when peace comes. 
Another reason for hesitation 
by 
the German admiralty is the strong 
possibility that the 
Russian 
fleet's 
attem pt to emerge from the Darda­ 
nelles might be defeated by the Al­ 
lies. 
The Goeben and the Breslau 
failed to make their exit and if the 
Germans were concerned with a sec­ 
ond failure, their already declining 
prestige in Turkey would be badly 
shaken.

ALLIES PAUSE 
TO DO HONOR 
TO FULLEN 
U. S. ‘AGE' 


Within Sound of Big Guns, 
Funeral Services Are Held 
For Major Lufberry

LORRAINE,

20. — (Night.)— 
American and French soldiers paused 
this afternoon in the game of war, 
wherever possible, to ply homage to 
Major 
Raoul 
Lufberry, 
the 
great 
American ace who was killed in an 
air fight Sunday morning. 
The funeral services were held in 
a hospital within the sound of the 
big guns. 
French and American com­ 
panies stood at attention while 
an 
American band played. 
French 
and 
American aviators were 
present 
in 
large numbers. 
A 
French general 
and an American general 
also 
paid 
tribute to the fallen aviator. 
The coffin, draped with an American 
flag, was carried by four French avia­ 
tors to a tiny, grassy cemetery behind 
the 
hospital. 
Infantry 
companies 
were lined up on one side of the road 
while 
officers 
and 
aviators 
were 
drawn up on the other. 
A group of American aviators, hov­ 
ering above the grave, showered the 
coffin with flowers as* the chaplain 
completed the rites. 
During the services, a report was 
received from qn American observer 
in the front lines that a German plane 
had been brought down by one of Luf- 
berry’s comrades. 
“It’s as Raoul would want it,’’ said 
an American airman. 
"He’d care far 
more to have a boche brought down 
than to have elaborate services in his 
honor.’ 
Irater it was reported that the Ger­ 
man biplane responsible for Lufber- 
ry’s death was brought down by a 
French aviator. 
This has not been 
officially established. 
The boche machine which 
caused 
Lufberry’s death came directly 
for 
the American aviation field yesterday 
and acted in 
an 
unusual 
manner. 
American aviators believe it was de­ 
signed for a special mission, it being 
the only German plane in sight at the 
time. 
It stuck right to the Ameri­ 
can planes behind the American lines, 
running only after 
Lufberry's 
com­ 
rades had emptied over 
a 
thousand 
machine gun bullets into it. 
It was IO o’clock yesterday morning 
when Lufberry and two other Ameri­ 
can airmen responded to an "alerte” 
north of Tout and spotted the lone 
boche plane. 
Lufberry attacked at an 
altitude of 4000 meters, his compan­ 
ions following closely. 
f 
Lufberry and (he 
enemy 
machine 
opened fire simultaneously. 
The ma­ 
jor’s machine suddenly overturned and 
fell like a plummet, its 
petrol 
tank 
spouting flumes. 
When 
about 
half 
way to the ground Lufberry's 
body 
shot out of its seat, falling some dis­ 
tance from where the ’wrecked 
ma­ 
chine struck. 
The famous 
American 
was 
dead 
when a number of French peasants 
reached him. 
His body was removed 
from the little garden in which 
it 
had fallen, to a house nearby, where 
it was covered with a flag and wreaths 
of flowers. 
During the funeral today the ser­ 
vices were filmed.

SAN FRANCISCO, May 21—Three 
legislative steps to improve the status 
of California state banks 
and 
make 
their membership in the 
federal 
re­ 
serve system more desirable, were re­ 
commended today by the sub-commit­ 
tee on economica of the state council 
of defense. 
The 
report 
points 
out 
that at present there is no particular 
advantage in a direct way, to be gain­ 
ed by state banks in joining the feder­ 
al reserve system. 
The proposed legislation in the re­ 
port is set forth as follows: 
1. 
There might be an amendment 
to the state bank Act that would pro­ 
vide 
special 
immunities 
or 
op­ 
portunities 
for 
state 
banks 
which 
would enter the federal reserve. 
By 
this plan state banks would have to be 
made subject to no burdens or obliga­ 
tions in excess of those carried by na­ 
tional banks. 
* 
While certain special opportunities 
already enjoyed by the state 
institu­ 
tions would be continued. 
2. The federal reserve act might b« 
so amended as to provide special 
in­ 
ducements for the 
entrance of state 
banks. 
This has been done 
already 
in the provision that state banks once 
admitted 
may 
later 
withdraw—a 
privilege which national banks do not 
enjoy. 
3. The National Bank 
Aet might 
be so amended as 
to 
enable 
state 
banks to 
surrender 
their present 
charters and enroll themselves as na­ 
tional 
banks 
without 
surrendering 
special 
privileges 
already 
enjoyed, 
such aa concern loans on real estate, 
the conduct of savings accounts, and 
Bimiliar m atters in which the national 
banks are more narrowly restricted.

GIVING UP W HEAT 


STUDY OF BUSINESS 


S peaking at the Foreign T rad e Convention recently 
held in Cincinnati, Glen L. S w igged, specialist in co m ­ 
m ercial education, and form erly organizing secretary of 
the E ducational Conference for Foreign Service T ra in ­ 
ing, urged a g reater degree of stand ardization in tile 
educational institutions of this co untry for th e study of 
foreign trade. 
Mr. Swigged gave a list of what 
he 
deem ed to be required subjects, at Hie sam e time adv o­ 
cating in the curricula such a choice of selective subjects 
as would he satisfactory to the students. 
“Ample op po r­ 
tunity should be given,” he declared, “for the greatest 
possible c o n tact of students with tile actual processes of 
business thro u gh some mutually ad van tageou s plan of co­ 
operation b etw een business and the educational in stitu ­ 
tion.” 
Mr. g w ig g e tt’s rem ark s should find 
a responsive 
chord in th e h e a rts of all A m erican business men. 
T h ere 
lias not been in the past th at consideration given to com ­ 
mercial education and training which the subject merits. 
In the last few years there has been a decided effort 
on tile part of ed ucators to m ake schools more p rac­ 
tical. 
T h e general practice, however, has been to add 
more practical courses, but to tak e aw ay none of the 
courses that m ay best be described as collegiate. 
T h e 
result has been th e crowding of curricula, the giving of 
hasty <oursen, an attem pt to jam b down the stu d e n t’s 
throat not only the theoretical retirees hut also the 
practical courses. 
Our com m ercial courses en deav or to bring stud en ts 
into closer touch with local bu siness conditions. 
How­ 
ever, the teach in g of stenography and typew riting with 
a s m a tte rin g of bookkeeping is u long way from delving 
deeply in to bu sin ess conditions. 
T he high schools th at 
a re wiping out G erm an courses can very well sub stitute 
courses in political economy, and see that the courses 
are requ ired of every student before a diploma can lie 
grunted. 
W hile Mr. V anderlip’s characterizatio n of Am ericans 
as a ra c e of “econom ic illiterates” m ay he a little harsh, 
it is a fact th at if o ur stu dents w ere given less th e o re ti­ 
cal and m o re practical training in m atters of trade and 
com m erce, th e country would be subjected to few er 
econom ic u p h eav als as a result of ignorance of such 
m a tte rs as the tariff, m ost favored nation clauses, (he 
law of m ax im u m operation and m in im um unit cost, Hie 
dum ping of goods, cartel sy stem s, foreign credits, foreign 
sa lesm anship m ethods, and the like. 


While G erm an troops are tak ing their little stores of 
wheat by force from Ukrainian peasants, to feed the 
Germ an people, it is interesting to observe a w heat-gath­ 
ering m ovem ent now going on in this country. 
In a way, 
the two cases are parallel. 
In an o th e r way, th e re ’s all 
the difference in the world. 
Many A m erican fartm*rs, too, have had w heat tr e a s ­ 
ured up from last y e a r’s crop. 
Altogether, the surplus 
th us stored in p rivate bins am ounted to a good m any 
million bushels. 
It was n atu ral enough to hold it. 
Tho 
farm ers had raised it them selves. 
Som e o f them w ere 
imping for h ig h er prices, some w anted to m ake sure of 
their own food supply, som e w ere concerned for next 
season's seed. 
T h e g o vernm en t asked them to su rren d er it all, 
promptly, at the established price. 
T h e need w as urgent, 
the food ad m inistration explained. 
Our allies a re in 
danger of starving. 
W e must send them food. 
As for 
seed. this y e a r ’s crop can he depended on for that. 
Now, the United S tates g o v ern m en t has power to 
com m andeer wheat. 
It c an send officers to every farm , 
and take the surplus. 
But no force has been necessary, 
except in rare cases, and ap p aren tly none will he. 
T h e 
announcem ent that the wheat w as needed w as enough. 
Im mediately th e hidden stores began to flow forth vol 
untarily in such volume th a t receiving agencies and tr a n s ­ 
portation facilities in m any sections were sw am ped with 
it. 
Once m ore th e n ation 's p atriotism is proved. 
And 
the farm er is again show ing him self an unselfish patriot. 
W heat is to day the most precious m aterial thing in the* 
world, and lie is freely giving up all he has.

CANCELED CITIZENSHIP 


COMPRESSED AIR FOR TUBERCULOSIS 


The city of Cleveland is going to experim ent with 
com pressed a ir as a tuberculosis cure. 
T his odd rem edv 
has been su g g ested by th e w ater com m issioner, an d the 
doctors a re so im pressed th a t they a re willing to try it. 
It lias been noticed in th e digging of deep tu n n els 
under th e lake, for the city w a te r supply system , th a t 
w orkers suffering from tub erculosis seem ed to im prove 
m arkedly. 
T hey m ight sutler from “ bend s,” hut any 
pulm onary o r bronchial troubles w ere benefitted, despite 
th© dark n ess and dam pness. 
T h e “sand hogs” a ttr ib u te 
the wholesom e result to the air p ressu re und er which 
they are obliged to work. 
T h is condition will he duplh 
coted In th e city hospital by keeping p atien ts in an a ir ­ 
tight room into which air is pum ped until th e p ressu re 
is about 15 pounds per square inch above norm al. 
One theory is th at the germ s of tuberculosis, asth m a, 
etc., cannot live under more than the norm al atm ospheric 
pressure. 
A nother is th at the p atient is benefitted be­ 
cause, ow ing to the greater density of the air, he ab sorbs 
m ore oxygen w ith each inhalation. 
Possibly there is 
som ething in both of these suggestions. 
T h e conditions, it will be observed, are th e opposite 
of those found in th e m ountainous regions w here so m any 
sa n ita riu m s a re established. 
In th e latter the a ir the 
p atien t b r e a t h y is ra re r than usual. 
Cures are effected 
th ere, as every b o d y knows. 
It will lie in terestin g to see w h e th e r condensed air 
is as c u ra tiv e as rarified air, or m ore bo.

Tile offense appeared all the m ore repreh en sib le b e ­ 
cause W u rste rb a rth had held public office, having lleeti 
at one tim e a councilm an and at a n o th e r tim e a p o st­ 
m aster. 
It does not occur to most of o ur adopted citizens 
th a t the rig hts so easily and freely conferred on them 
may ever he taken away. 
One process is ju st as legal 
and regular a s th e other. 
D eprivation of citizenship is not to be imposed light­ 
ly. 
But it is a peculiarly ap p rop riate penalty for proved 
disloyalty.

LEAGUE MAKES 
ITS BOW TO 


New Name Chosen For Asso­ 
ciated Charities of Santa 
Ana; Nealley President 


After discussing 
the 
m atter 
for 
some time, the executive committee of 
the Associated Charities has decided 
to change the name of this useful or­ 
ganisation 
to 
the 
Social 
Service 
League. 
The officers, E. M. Nealley, 
presi­ 
dent; 
Fred 
Rafferty, vice-president, 
and J. O. Kennedy, secretary, have is­ 
sued the following statem ent: 
Those who pass by the office of the 
Associated Charities at 111 East Third 
street will observe a new sign on the 
windows, “Social Service League of 
Santa Ana,” which the board of direc­ 
tors a t a recent 
meeting voted 
to 
adopt in place of the old name of As­ 
sociated Charities. 
The reason for adopting this change 
is the fact that 
a 
certain 
popular 
prejudice exists 
against 
the 
word 
“■charity” which has been found to be 
a handicap in carrying on the enlarged 
activities in which the organization is 
now engaged. This change of name is 
in line with a movement throughout 
the country to get rid of the stigma 
attaching to the word “charity” and to 
substitute some name more nearly in 
harmony with the kind of effort now 
being carried on by these organiza­ 
tions. 
The National Conference of 
Charities and Corrections at its last 
annual meeting adopted the new name, 
“National Conference of Social Work­ 
ers.” The California State Conference 
of Charities and Corrections changed 
to “California Conference 
of 
Social 
Agencies” at its annual meeting three 
years ago. 
In Seattle the old Associ­ 
ated Charities became the "Council of 
Social Agencies.” Pomona has a sign 
over the door of its Associated Chari­ 
ties reading “Social Service Hall.” 
The keynote of this enlarged work 
is community service, and the Social 
Service League of Santa Ana aims to 
become a clearing house and center 
for all constructive effort of this kind. 
At the present time it is carrying on 
in addition to the care and investiga­ 
tion of cases of distress reported to it, 
the following branches 
of 
work: A 
Child W elfare Station which is open 
on two afternoons of the week, one day 
for Mexican children and one for Amer­ 
ican children. 
The physicians of the 
city are very generously co-operating 
in this work, giving their service free 
of charge. 
In connection 
with 
this 
work a Milk Station has been provid­ 
ed for by the generosity of a local club, 
to furnish milk to needy babies. This 
Child Welfare work is in charge of a 
special committee composed 
of 
the 
general secretary, Mrs. J. bf. Leebrick, 
Father Kmmeulen, Rev. V. Mendoza. 
Dr. J. I. Clark, Mrs. W. L. Grubb, Mrs. 
Olivai Lopez, Mrs. W. B. Tedford. The 
secretary, Mrs. Leebrick. is also chair­ 
man of the Civilian Relief committee 
of the Red Cross work, doing the work 
of investigating cases that arise in this 
worthy branch of Red Cross activity. 
Arrangements 
have 
been 
made 
whereby Dr. Domann of Orange, 
the 
county physician, has office hours at 
the rooms of the Social Service League 
every Thursday morning, for the ben­ 
efit of charity patients who may need 
his attention.

That, alone, has made the American Red Cross one of the largest factors 
since our entry into the war. 
Canteens which provided food. and hot drinks—more than a million 
meals to soldiers in December, warehouses, crammed with materials, sit­ 
uated all along the French line, all along the Italian lines, at seaports, and 
at places where our soldiers are going, to fight; institutions for the care of 
consumptives, institutions for the re-education of maimed men—these 
are a few of the concrete accomplishments abroad. 
At home—the millions of woolen sweaters, mufflers, socks and other 
comforts for the men in camps; the work of sanitation around canton­ 
ments and the help and advice given dependents of soldiers and sailors 
—these are things which will “make you, your children and,your children’s children, in 
whatever part of the world they may be, proud of being Americans.”
